our people to exercise inventive genius, the 
world at large, and even the self-satistied 


Yankees, were surprised at the number of P 


novelties which were introduced in the 
practice of war by the blockaded and hem- 
med in Confederates. Nor were they ex- 
celled, considering the material« in their 
reach, in the perfection of the machinery 
and appliances used in manufacturing 
arms, ammunition, ordnance and clothing 
for their troops. For button milla, pereus- 
sion cap factories, powder mills or great 
naval foundries, of the meagre supply of 
materius in reach, ingenious and novel 
machines were improvised, that surprised 
all who saw them, and even astonish- 
ed inventors themselves, who never before 
had tested their genius for mechanical Im- 
provements. 

80 remarkable and numerous were the 
trimuphs of genius for mechanical inven- 
tion at the South during the war, it was pre- 
dicted by many that, had the Confederacy 
eucceeded in securing independence, we 
would soon have ofit-rarked even Masea- 


chusetts in her specialty, the patent-right 7 


business. Bat, with the fallure of their 
cause, Our people at once lapsed, as nearly 
as they could, consistent with the changed 
condition of labor, into their old habits of 
thought and returned to their old purenita, 
which were varied enough to stimulate 
them to great activity in mechanical in- 
vention. 

Having a chronic dislike (engendered 
by the example of down-eastern specimens 
of patent-right vendors with whom they 
were familiar) to embarking in a business 
that might associate themselves in the 
minds of their friends with wooden nut- 
megs and wooden hams, many of our men 
of inventive genius even now refuse to 
take out patents for valuable mechanical 
improvements which might be made to 
yield handsome sums of money. 

This ia all wrong. Though we have a 
genial chmate and a productive soil, every 
variety of our resources ought to be hus- 
banded and developed. The rich treasures 
of the brains of our people ought to be 
developed and made tributary to the gen- 
cral happiness, welfare, prosperity and 
progress of society. Under the present 
condition of things, none can afford 
to be idle. None ought, when able to 
do 80, to fail to contribute a modicum 
to the general wealth and happiness of 
those around them, even though they may 
not now be compelled to exercise their nat- 
ural genius to insure personal or political 
safety and independence. 

A epirit of improvement in the mechani- 
cal arts, if now as rife among us as it was 
during the war, would soon accomplish 
much good by diversifying our pursuits. 
it would greatly increase our income as 
a people. It would contribute much to the 
reneral welfare by rendering us as a peo- 
ple self-supporting and self-sustaining. 
Though much has been done in the line in- 
dicated, much more might be accom- 
plished.

This ordinance was adopted on 
March 10th, 1888, in order that there might 
be regular terms of two years from No- 
vember, 1868, to November, 1870; for the 
language of the ordinance ia, that those 
elected on the 0h April. 1868, * shall con- 
tinue in office till the regular succession 
provided for after 1868.” Provided for, 
where? By paragraph 2, sec. 1, art. 3, of 
constitution of Georgia, framed by the 
friends of the present administration of 
the State. How was the regular succession 
provided for? Why, one-half of the Sen- 
ate, and all the members of the House, shall 
be elected on Tuesday alter the firet Mon- 
day of every second year.” : 

Which is the second year? The member 
whose term began in April, 1868, bis first 
year ended April, 1869: his second year 
ended April, 1870; but the convention or- 
dained that the firet Assembly should count 
from November, 1863, instead of the 20th 
of April, 1868. mereiy that the two yeare 
might ever afterwards be regularly connt- 
“| from November to November—from 
November, 1868,to Nevember, 1870, from 
November, 1870, to November, 1872, and so 
on. Legislators, bere is the law of your 
case: You were elected for two years, be- 
ginning “Tuesday after the firet Monday 
in November, 1863.” though actually elect- 
ed the @pring before. There is no other 
law on the subject. 

Will you violate the constitution you 
made and swore to obey, and then dare to 
look an honest constituent in the face? He 
voted for you as his representative up to 
Tuesday after the first Monday in No- 
vember, 1870. If you insist on remaining 
longer, you certainly do not remain clothed 
with any legislative functions given by the 
election in 1868. Lou do not represent the 
men who voted for you after November, 
1870. Can you, as an honest man, in your 
heart, think otherwise? 

2. But Governor Bullock, on July 18th, 
1870, in his message, says the “actual ad- 
mission of Senators and Representatives is 
made a condition precedent to the abroga- 
tion of military authority.” Hence, his 
party has introduced into the Senate a res- 
olution to hold no election till the above 
condition has been complied with. The 
act Governor B quotes was passed by Con- 
gress March 2, 1857. 


Let Congress answer Governor B. In 


July, 1870, Congress admitted Georgia, and 


in the bill is this language: Nothing in 
this act. or any other act of Congress. shall 
be construed to affect the term of officers 
appointed, or members of the General Aa- 
sembly, elected under the constitution of 
the State of Georgig.” 

What is your term? From November, 
1868, to November, 1870, and Congress tells 
you that no act of Congress shall affect 
your term. That is, your term is just what 
it would have been had there been no act 
of Congress, and of course that was from 
November. 1868, to November, 1870. Con- 
gress, in admitting Georgia, says expressly 
that the term of office shall not be affected, 
and whatever else the military authorities 
may do until Senatorsand Representatives 
are in Congress, here Is one thing they 
cannot do—“ affect the term of office of 
members of the General Assembly.” So 
much for Governor B. 5 

Congress says in admitting Georgia that 
alegal legislature “had ratified the l4th 
and 15th amendments.” If legal, that is 
according to law. According to what law ? 
Congress itself says in the same 
paragraph, it means by legal Legislature, 
the Legislature “ elected under the consti- 
tution of the State of Georgia.” 

This constitution, then, must, and does, 
control the election question, because Con- 
gress says it must; because every legisla- 
tor knows that he swore to obey it. and, 
therefore, must; and because his constitu- 
étits, who voted for him on April 20, 1868. 
voted under the constitution and the ordi- 
nances, for him to remain till November, 
1870, and no longer; and the people of 
Georgia, and of the United States in Con- 
gress assembled. Democrats and Republi- 
cans, unite, in ene voice, and thunder in 
the cars of these doubting legislators.” Your 
term of Office was from November, 1868, to 
November. 1870. You have reecived pay 
therefor. and nothing done by Congress 
shall affect this term, and hence your term, 
under your own constitution, ends in No- 
vember, 1870.” 

If the contiuued reconstruction of the 
State is to affect the term of office, then the 
present members may remain‘till Gabriel's 
trumpet announces the judgment at hand, 
and then, if not before, the people will take 
a “judgment” against these representatives 
(of themselves), who loved nine dollars a 
day during an endless term, “not wisely, 
but too well.” 

Congress saw this difficulty and sur- 
mounted it by saying nothing in the “ad- 
mitting act, or any other act, should be 
construed to affect the term of members of 
the General Assembly.” 

“The argument is exhausted. Let us

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Orangemen. 


Editors Constitution: In your issue of 
this morning you indulge in some inter- 


esting reflections on the society of Irish- 


men, called Orangemen, but in expressing 
your disapprobation of their conduct, in 
New York recently, fall into several grave 
errors. 


The battle of the Bayne was fought in 
1690. That battle decided the fate of Ca- 
tholicism as the controlling influence in the 
government of Great Britain. Secret as- 
sociations of Roman Catholics. called * Rib- 
bon men.” were then organized in the 
north of Ireland. The objects of those so- 
cieties were tne restoration of James and 
the Catholic religion. 

The Orange society was fountied in 1795, 
or just 105 years after the battle of the 
Bayne. The ostensible aeons of this - 
ciety was to counteract the influence of 
the Ribbon mep, by supporting and pro- 
tecting the reinging King or Queen of Great 
Britain, and the succession of the present 
royal family, so long as it remains Protest- 
ant. 

It was natural to expect that societies, 
based upon religious intolerance, would be 
involved in fierce hostility. Such has been 
the bloody history of the two societies in 
Great Britain. Both deserve the condem- 
nation of all good men. But your com- 
parison of one society with the people of 
the South is not just. The Irish struggle 
is prompted by religious hatred, the South- 
ern by a love of liberty. °

SENATE. 
Fripay, July 29, 1870. 
The Senate was called to order by the 
President. 

Prayer by Wesley Prettyman. 

Mr. Smith (7th) offered: the following 
resolutions asa substitute for Campbell's 
prolongation resolutions, and all substi- 
tutes: 

W nereas, The constitatidnal term of the 
several officers of the Statd, including that 
of this general assembly, art necessarily de- 
pendent upon the time when under the sev- 
eral acts of Congress the conatitution goes 
into operation, as the paramount law, freed 
from wilitary influences; and 

Whereas, The acts of Congress of July 
15th, 1870, does not fix said time and the 
same cannot now be definitely settled un- 
til Congress shall decide by the actual ad- 
mission of our Senators and Reprezenta- 
tives; and 

Whereas, It is unwise further to compli- 
cate affairs by the election of new officers 
while the period when the State Govern- 
ment assuch under the constitution begins 
its existence is uncertain. 

Therefore, resolved, That the General 
Assembly so shape leisiafion as that no 
election shall be held for thé various oflicers 
provided for by the constitution, until Con- 
gress, by the admission of cur Senators and 
Re vresentatives, or in some other way 
shall definitely determine, whether the 
constitution of this State is beld to go into 
operatiot the paramount law in 1868 or 
in 1870. 

Seats Were tendered on the floor to Jerry 
Cowles, Colonel D. A. Thornton and A. I. 
Barke. 

The time of:Mr. Wellborn was ¢xtended 
to thirty minntes. 

Mr. Wellborn took strong constitutional 
grounds against the rebeliious prolonga- 
tion resolutions, and moved to postpone 
further consideration of them until the 
15th of August.

The House met pursuant to adjournment 
and was called to order by Speaker Mc- 
Whorter, at 10 a.

Simms (colored) concluded his remarks 
on the Penitentiary report. He argued 
that the contract has been violated by the 
present lessees, and gave a minute descrip- 
tion of the internal management of the 
stockades. 

Beard (colored) said that while he does 
not agree with the recommendations of the 
committee, still he would not impugn the 
motives of that body; that the treatment 
of conviets, by the present lessees, is not 
only eruel, but inhuman. He advocated 
the abolition of whipping as a punish- 
ment for convicts. 

Turner (colored) said that he was unable 
to decide whether or not it will be best to 
remand the convicts to the penitentiary or 
to throw safe-guards around them in the 
present system; that everything has been 
taken away from the penitentiary; he ad- 
vocated the plan of working convicts eight 
hours per day, aud provide religious and 
moral training for them; that so much fuss 
has been made over the report that he is 
sorry any report was made, and wishes 
that the evidence had been presented; he 
advocates that a committee of eight men 
be appointed who shall take the whole 
matter under consideration. 

Mr. Rice said that the gentleman from 
Richmond had made arunning speech to 
excite passion and to reinstate himself, 
with acertain set; that the chairman of the 
committee was unwarrantably attacked, 
and that he, the gentleman from Camden, 
has the respect of the Republican party, 
and none doubt but that he is true to his 
principles; that he was glad to see that 
Mr. Turner had taken a substantial and 
sensible view of the question; that the 
treatment of convicts has latterly im- 
proved, and that the Whole matter must be 
deferred to a committee. 

Mr. Echols moved to refer the matter to 
a joint committee of 7 from the House and 
5 from the Senate, which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Hillyer refuted the aspersion of Sims 
(colored), * that there was money or mean- 
ness behind his speech,” and stated that 
though Sims tacitly did agree to the report. 
he may not have signed it. 4 

Mr. Shumate introduced a resolution to 
the effect that no member be allowed to 
speak at any one time, longer than thirty 
minates, without the consent of a majority 
of the members present, which motion pre- 
vailed. 

A communication in writing, from the 
Governor, was announced and read, 

The communication related to a memo- 
rial from Mr. R. B. Cohen and P. 8. Solo- 
mons, asking relief. 

His Excellency enclosed a message of 
Governor H V. Johnson on the subject, 
and recommends such action as to justice 
may appertain.

The Macon City Council, by a unani- 
mous vote, on Tuesday afternoon last, ten- 
dered the Mercer University $125,000 and 
the ground on which to put up the build- 
ings, valued at $25,000, making in all, a do- 
nation of $150,000. 


The captain of the North German bark, 
George and Johann, now lying at Savannah, 
telegraphed to the owners of the vessel in 
Germany for instructions as to what course 
he, had better pursue in view of the war. 
He received instructions to continue loading 
and to sail whenver he was ready, as there 
was no danger. 


Mr. Wyatt Lee, a native of Virginia, and 
for the last fifty or sixty years, a citizen of 
Clarke county, departed this life on the 10th 
instant, at the remarkable age of 109 years, 
9 months and one day. He retained his in- 
tellect up to the hour of his death, but had 
been blind ten years. Mr. Lee was the 
father of twenty-six children, some of 
whom were born when he was upwards of 
eighty years old. 


In the spring of 1869, a man named Cade, 
living in Elbert county, killed another citi- 
zen of the same county named Adams. 
The case came up for investigation in 
Wilkes Superior urt, and Judge An- 
drews refused to bail the prisoner, who 
was remanded to jail. He afterwards broke 
jail and absconded, and while at large was 
pardoned by Bullock—the pardon bearing 
date within the last twenty days. 


The Macon Journal learns that in a per- 
sonal rencontre, at his plantation in Hous- 
ton county, Mr. Peter Stubbs was so badly 
bitten on the thumb of his left hand by a 
servant that his attendant physician gave 
him but faint hopes of saving his arm. 
After the affray Mr. Stubbs was arrested 
by a squad of five Federal soldiers, and 
compelled to walk, suffering as he was, a 
distance of four miles, to Fort Valley, where 
he has since been compelled to report 
daily. 


Daniel Bates, an able-bodied 15th amend- 
ment, has been appointed captain of the 
State-house Guard at Milledgeville, and all 
the old guard, men who have held the po- 
sition for many years, under several admin- 
istrations, all old men, dependent on their 
labor for the support of their families, have 
been removed and their places filled, with 
a single exception, (a man by the name of 
Amie by negroes.

Two Savannah Germans made a bet, af- 
ter discussing the situation in Europe, as 
to the relative intoxicating qualities of bock 
beer and lager, and went in generally ex- 
perimenting on the subject. After drink. 
ing some twelve or fourteen glasses each of 
their respective favorite drink, they both 
contended that they had won the bet, and 
in the heat of the argument got to blows. 
The case was carried to a magistrate for 
arbritation, under cross warrants for as- 
sault and battery, and after paying sixteen 
dollars and costs. each, the decision of the 
arbritrator was, that the matter must go up 
to a higher tribunal for investigation. It 
will be some time before the relative mer- 
its of bock beer and lager will be decided. 


In February, 1869, an old man named 
Jesse Dalton, living in Oglethorpe county, 
was robbed by two men, named Weaver 
and Simpson, from Atlanta, who came 
down expressly to do the job—of $12,000. 
They were caught in a short time, brought 
to trial at the April term of Oglethorpe Su. 
perior Court, before Judge Andrews, and 
upon their confession of guilt in open 
Court, were sentenced to the penitentiary 
for three years each. When they were 
captured, $7,000 of the money was recover- 
ed, leaving $5,000 in their possession. They 
were forwarded to the penitentiary, and in 
less than three months after being sent 
there, were pardoned out by Goyernor Bul- 
lock. 

An interesting case has just been tried in 
Chatham Superior Court: That of the 
Trustees of the M. E. Church South vs. 
the African Methodist congregation. -The 
issue in this case was on a summary pro- 
cess to di tenants holding over.

SUPREME COURT OF GEORGIA 
Delivered at Atlanta, Friday, July 29. 


[REPORTED EXPRESSLY FOR THE CONSTITUTION, BY 
N. J. HAMMOND, SUPREME COURT KEPORTER. | 


Urbanus Dart vs. F. H. Orme, et. al. 
Equity from Glynn, 
WARNER, J. : 


When a bill was filed by the complain- 
ants, alleging that they were the owners of 
certain lots in the city of Brunswick, which 
had been surveyed, marked out, and dedi- 
cated to the public, for a city, in the year 
1733, claiming to derive their title to 
the lots in said city under an- 
cient grants made by the crown of Great 
Britain, and the State of Georgia, and by 
purchase and possession of the lots held un- 
der that title, and also alleging, that in the 
year 1826, Davis and Dart, under pretence 
of authority under the head rights acts of 
this State, surveyed said lots so dedicat- 
ed and granted as vacant lands, and obtain- 
ed grants therefor from the State, which 
survey of the lots is alleged to have been 
fraudulent and void, without authority of 
law, and in violation of the law because 
said lots were not vacant lands; that the 
defendants are offering to sell the lots 
claimed by complainants, under their said 
fraudulent title, and have sold some; and 
are threatening to occupy the same; that 
the effect of such condact is to cast a cloud 
over the title of complainants, and greatly 
diminish the value of their property ; where- 
fore, the complainants pray fora discovery 
as to the fraudulent and complicated 
transactions alleged in the bill, and 
that the defendants may be restrained 
from selling or taking possession of any of 
the lots of complainants, and that they may 
be decreed to bring into court the alleged 
fraudulent grants, and that the same may 
be cancelled and decreed to be null and 
void. To this bill the defendants demand, 
first, because the bill was multifarious. 
Second, because there was no equity in the 
bill which entitles the complainants to the 
reliet prayed for, and have an adequate 
remedy at common law. The court below 
overruled the demurrer which is excepted 
to here: 

Heid, That as the complainants derive 
their title to the lots from the same com- 
mon source that the bill is not multifarious; 

Heid also, That a Court of Equity will 
entertain jurisdiction when the remedy in 
the common law court is not complete or 
effectual, as it would be in a Court of 
Equity, and that according to the allega- 
tions in the complainants bill, the court 
had jurisdiction to remove the cloud cast 
over the complainants title by decreeing 
that the alleged fraudulent grants should 
be delivered up and cancelled, as well as to 
prevent a multiplicity of suits growing out 
of titles to lots held under them in the city 
of Branswick : 

Held further, That in a controver be-

in, or accrued to any person or per- 
sons, or corporation, in his, her or 
their own right, or in any fiduciary 
capacity under any act of any such legis- 
lative body, (including that body of laws 
known as Irwin's Code) which was intend- 
ed as well to protect the rights of parties 
when plaintiffs in court,as when defend- 
ants therein: that said Act of lith Decem- 
ber, 1861, had the legal effect and operation 
to suspend the running of the statute of 
limitations in this State from the date of 
the passage thereof, in accordance with its 
terms and provisions, and that such was 
the true intent and meaning of the consti- 
tution of 1868, in ratifying and confirming 
the several Acts of the Legislature, passe 
during the war, which were not passed in 
aid of the rebellion, in order to restore 
peace and quiet to the country, and to pre- 
vent injustice where parties had regulated 
their conduct in obedience to the then ex- 
isting laws of the State; and in this view 
of the question, the plaintiff's right of ac- 
tion was not barred, as was held and deci- 
ded by this Court in Brian vs. Banks, 38th, 
Ga. Rep. 300, and there was no error in the 
ruling of the court below, on that point in 
the case, or in not ruling out the plaintiff's 
interrogatories.
